1. Council voted to approve the Consent Agenda engross which includes the Work Session Minutes 

of December 11, 2017, Public Hearing Minutes of December 11, 2017, and Regular Scheduled

2. Council voted to approve the request of Down South Homes, LLC. Is requesting to be annexed 
into the City of Ringgold land the property be zoned an R-3.  The property is located at Tax Map 
38B, Parcel 31. 

 

3. Council voted to approve the request of Sega Farms for a variance of the required 15’ to 10’ to 
build a single-family home in an R2 zoned property.  This is located at Tax Map R9, Parcel 5. 

 

4. Council voted to approve replacing the dead Gingko tree in City Park with a new Gingko tree.

8. Council voted to approve the Final Reading to Amend Soil Erosion, Sedimentation and Pollution

9. Council voted to approve the Hwy 151 Utility Relocation Change Order No. 2 from Rindt-McDuff 
Associates, Inc. which reflects a net decrease in the amount of $10,852.71. 

 

10. Council voted to appoint Terry Crawford as Mayor Pro Tem for a two-year term. 

 

11. Council voted to approve the Local Legislation Hotel/Motel Tax Resolution as amended to read
